Baker, however, had a different flavor

¥ ganuzauon, the Peter Magowan-owned 
(nants, he was a rookie manager and 
nobody thought he would win nearly as 
much as he did 
e had to deal with injuries, 
an average pitching staff 
and playing in the tough- 
est division in baseball. He responded 
by developing a great Supporting cast 
(players like Royce Clayton and Kirk 
Manwaring), putting his faith in some 
untested pitchers (like Rod Beck) 
and accumulating 103 wins, the most 
by a rookie manager in National 
League history 

His team got a 103 wins and he got 
10S votes for the award, Fregosi fin 
ished with 92 

Perhaps the most important rea- 
son that Baker received the award 
was that he was truly a manager. He 
had to deal with the problems that the 
other two candidates really didn’t 
have to deal with 

Bobby Cox's most significant in- 
jury was to Brian Hunter the team’s 
second-string first baseman. Fregosi 
also had great conunuity with his team. 

Baker, on the other hand, used 14 
different starting pitchers and had to 
put players on the disabled list 18 dif- 
ferent umes. That's some serious cut- 
ung and pasung 

It was clear, throughout all of the 
problems, that the man from Del Campo 
High School knew what he wanted. He 
wanted to win 

He said in his press confer 
ence that it was a great award—but he 
would have rather had an extra win. 

Which is exactly why he 
won. 

For those who remember the 
“Humm Baby” era with Roger Craig at 
the helm, he seemed like he was just 
going through the mouons at the end of 
his career. Like he had forgotten what

Coming off two consecutive road 
wins, the Sacramento State football 
tcam faces arguably its toughest chal- 
lenge of the season when it travels wo 
the University of Montana. 

Montana is currently 7-1 on the sea- 
son, leaders of the Big Sky Conference 
with a 5-1 record and are ranked fourth in 
the nation ai the Division I-AA level. 

The Grizzlies won their sixth in a 
row last Saturday over visiting Jack- 
sonville State the defending Division I 
champs, 34-7, 

Although the Homets and the Griz 
zlies have never met, they do share a 
common opponent from this season 
Eastern Washington, also in the Big 
Sky, defeated Sacramento State at 
Homet Stadium, 48-7, on Sept. 18. The 
following week, Montana traveled to 
Eastern Washington and beat the 
Eagles, 35-20. 

Montana's only loss was to the 
University of Oregon, a member of the 
Pacific-10 Conference, 35-30, in Or 
egon 

One difference between Eastern 
Washington and Montana, according 


to Sacramento State coach Mike 
Clemons, is the offensive line 

(Montana's) bigger than Eastern 
Washington,” he said 

The Grizzlies line adds up to 1,440 
pounds, or an average of 288 pounds 
per lineman 

The Homets’ line on the other hand 
averages 270 pounds per man 

However, the biggest match 
up according to Clemons, will be how 
the Homets’ secondary reacts to the 
Gnizzlies’ run-and-shoot offense 

“We haven't seen the run-and-shoot 
since (University of the) Pacific,” he 
said. That is, when they last ran that 
offense in 1991. “We have to make 
plays in the open field.” 

The Montana offense is led by 
sophomore quarterback Pave 
Dickenson. He has completed just un- 
der 66 percent of his passes (203 of 
308) for 2,621 yards with 22 touch 
downs and 9 interceptions. He is sec- 
ond in the nation in total offense, aver 
aging 351.3 yards a game and fifth in 
passing efficiency with a 155.6 rating 

The run-and-shoot offense consists 
of four, sometimes five wideouts. The 
Gnzzlies have five receivers with at 
least 25 receptions, ied by junior Scout 


Gumsey with 53 for 752 yards. Nine 
different Gnzzhies’ receivers have com 
bined for 23 receiving touchdowns 
Gumsey and Shalon Baker, also a jun 
10r, cach have six to leaG the team 
Gumsey’s 6.6 catches per game aver 
age ranks sixth in the nation, and his 
“4-yards a game places him eighth 

Baker is third in the nation in punt 
retums with a 14.7 yard average and has 
retumed one for a touchdown. His long 
estretum Of the season went for 82 yards 

Defensively ,Clemons said the Griz 
zlies’ will be tough as well. 

“Their defense is active at shutung 
teams down,” he said. “They have an 
excellent secondary.” 

Free safety Todd Ericson, who 
was the Big Sky coaches’ and media 
preseason pick to win the Outstand 
ing Defensive Player award, leads 
Montana with 75 tackles and six pass 
deflections 

The Hornets will be without 300 
pound defensive lineman Cory Baugh 
who has an ankle injury 

Running backs Arie Joseph and

Reading the palm of past, present and future Dis

On Halloween night in medieval 
Europe, witches met to worship the 
Devil and ritually dagger-whip initiates; 
and villagers wore masks and lit bon- 
fires to drive away evil spirits. 

Halloween had liwle to do with All 
Saint's Day on Nov. 1, and much to do 
with ancient death festivals, new year 
celebrations and divining the future 
through palm reading. 

In 1993, Oct. 31 doesn’t mark the 
end of a year, but “many people still 
think about having their palms read on 
Halloween,” said Dana Anderson. 

Anderson charges $5 to $20 for 
palm readings in her fortune telling 
parlor in Old Sacramento. For Ander- 
son, reading palms is not related to 
pagan rituals. She will not be open on 
Halloween night; and in her parlor, 
Buddha and Jesus are the only gods 
represented, 

“It's a God-given gift,” Anderson 
said. “Some people have a fantastic 
voice, some have a gift for ant and 
xhers can read palms or do aura read- 
ings.” 

Although she claims her palmistry 
nsight is from God, she learned the 
pecifics from her mother. 

“It's a tradition. It’s passed on from 
generation to generation,” said Ander- 
son. 

Anderson's Romanian ancestors 
probably leammed about palmistry from 
ancient Greeks, Although the Greeks 
spread palmistry through trading with 


other cultures, palmistry was also prac 
uced in ancient Egypt and China and 
probably onginated in India 

Once paimistry became popular in 
Europe it was included in the curnicu- 
lum of medical facilities, said Rita 
Robinson, a palm reader for the 
past 22 years. 

“In the Middle Ages, doc- 
tors would use palmistry to 
prediagnose diseases by 
looking at the color of the 
hands and the finger- 
nails,” Robinson said 

An adept palm 
reader takes into « 
count the shape of the 
hand, fingers, position of 
the thumb and the relation 
ship of the fingers. Most people, 
however, are interested in the sig- 
nificance palm readers give to the lines 
and mounts of the hand 

The easiest mount to find is the 
Mount of Venus at the base of the 
thumb. Like all “mounts,” itis made of 
a muscle bulge. A narrow, flat 
Mount of Venus means a per 
son may have a cold nature: a 
fuller mount indicates an at- 
traction to the opposite sex and 
love of life. 

According to Andersot:, most of the 
people she reads are interested in love 
and in whom they will marry and how 
long it will last.

Also, th healthy, 
the young and other low-risk groups will 
get no benefit for not smoking, maintain- 
ing alow cholesterol level or working out 
On a regular basis. If you are a healthy 25 
year old, you will pay the same as an 
Overweight, 90-year-old, chain-smoking 
alcoholic with a list of medical ailments, 
Won't my quality of care increase? 
No. By eliminating competitiveness, 
you climunate the desire to do better that 
your competitor. From the hospital to the 
doctor to the pharmaceutical company to 
the developer of medical technology; all 
will be hit with caps on prices and 
productivity.Americans have been told 
that there will be no price controls and 
Compenti veness will flourish, but in real- 
ity, the Clinton health plan will be al- 
lowed to limit the number and type of 
health care providers you will have ac- 
cess to. In my copy of the Clinton health 
plan, I counted 17 cases of price fixing. 


Under budget caps implemented by fed- 
eral spending limits, a health plan will 
dictate your health providers based on the 
lowest cost, not the highest quality. The 
private health practice will be forced to 
become a thing of the past.
